PARAGEUSIA. 
A great many correspendents have 


edy for halatosis~—and for fear I may 
not have noticed the ads they thought- 
fully explain in parentheses that hala- 
tosis means foul breath. Parageusia 
hasn't appeared in the magazines yet, 
so 1 may, without presuming upon 
your intelligence, explain that it means 
a bad taste. 

An enormous number of gullible folk 
have the nostrum they’re taking to 


thank for that disagreeable taste they 
notice at some time nearly every day. 


A long list of drugs, some of which 
are so cheap that nostrum makers 
can’t resist putting them into their 
concoctions, are eliminated through 
the saliva more or less and so cause 


an unpleasant taste. 

Certain foods contain substances 
which are eliminated through the sali- 
vary glands also and may give rise to 
foul taste. Garlic, onions, leeks and 
shallots are notorious for this. 

Among the common causes of para- 
geusia are septic infections of the ac- 
cessory sinuses, gumboil, mouth breath- 
ing at night, furred tongue, the smok- 
ing habit, decayed teeth, septic stumps 
under poorly made dentures, and the 
retention of food particles under 
bridges or other unhygienic dentures. 

Less frequent causes of bad taste 
are inflammation of the lining of the 
mouth, epithelioma (cancer) of the 
tongue or throat, gumma (syphillis) 
or palate or tongue, bronchjectasis (di- 
later bronchial tube) and some cases of 
lung tuberculosis with cavity. 

It is obvious thot relief for para- 
geusia is to be sought from treatment 
of the particular condition responsi- 
ble. Mouthwashes or other local rem- 
edies can have only momentary effect, 
as a general rule. 

Where the cause is purely local the 
use of a mouthwash is worth while. 
It is not particularly important wheth- 
er this should be antiseptic. The 
mouthwash simply serves to remove 
foul material, a mechanical cleansing. 
Even if the purpose were to diminish 
the multiplication of germs, an anti- 
septic mouthwash would do little 
good because it is necessary that an 
antiseptic be in contact with the,-germs 
for a considerably longer period than 
one ordinarily retains qa mouthwas'. 

About a teaspoonful of peroxide in 
an inch of water in a glass makes a 
xood mouthwasa, for use four or five 
times a day. 

Equal parts of glycerin, lemon juice 
and water, used pure or reduced with 
more water, two or three times a day 
will clear fur or coating from the 
tongue and leave a refreshed, clean 
taste in the mouth. 

If the mouth is sour or acid, a tea- 
spoonful of milk vf magnesia may be 
swished around in the mouth a few 
moments thre or four times a day and 
the excess ejected without further 
rinsing of the mouth. 

Smoker’s foul mouth is temporarily 
overcome by washing the mouth with 
a solution of one drop of tincture of 
iodin and one drop of oil of cloves in a 
small glassful of water. Such a mouth- 
wash may serve also when an antisep- 
tic mouthwash is desired, say in in- 


(stomatitis). In stomatitis, as in- 
canker sores, perliaps a solution of 
boric acid, about a teaspoonful in the 
pint of boiled water, is the most satis- 
factory antiseptic mouthwash.
